gross injufcticK. We are putting too 
heavy burdens on our clients as well u» 
•xuau&tiug the patience of the public. 


"The idea of home rule and local gov- 


ernment is growing iu favor. Thought- 
ful men more and more see that the wiso 
thing is to oast upon each community 
lull responsibility for the management 
of its local affairs, and that the great 
danger to free government ia in the cen- 
tralization of power. 
"If our profession is to maintain its 


prominence, if it is going to continue 
the great profession, that which leads 
and directs the movements of society, a 
longer course of preparatory study must 
be required. 


"Why is a higher education today 


the special need of the profession ? Be- 
canse, first, the law is a more intricate 
nud difficult science than heretofore. 
Because, second, to preserve the con- 
fidence of the community iu the profes- 
sion each member must be qualified for 
the higher demand* now made upon it. 
Because, third, his mistakes are freight- 
ed with greater possibilities of injury."

Sain Sniali rr<-»i'luiiir Arirontir Sermon* 


of the traditions uf the little city of In- 
dependence, \\hich until the days of thu 
raibruad \sas the i-a&tt-iu tcrmiuus of 
ihe Santa Fe trail, the following Story 
Was told: 


In the old days of the .Santa Fe trail 


tho freighters made one round trip a 
season. The Americans very generally 
wintered at IndejM-ndeiice, v«hile the 
Mexican traders naturally put in the 
same reason at the town of Santa Fa 
In the spring the teams were made np, 
the wajjon.s loaded, aud tho long cara- 
vans uf pr.nrie schooners, with their 
white tilts and from a to 16 yoke of 
oxen, began moving out on their long 
voyage across the plains. 


A.S was stated, these outfit: uvide only 


one round trip per season, the Mexicans 
getting rid of their freight at Independ- 
ence Koine tune along iu midsummer 
and loading up again for Santa Fe, 
while the Americans threw off their 
first load at Santa Fe and reloaded again 
fur Independence. 


Along iu the late, forties an energetic 


character named Frank X. Aubrey came 
from 
New York 
to Independence, 


bought a lot of teams and started into 
business as a freighter. Such was his 
push and vim that he made two trip** a 
season, htaiting out from Independence 
in the early spring aud winding np his 
second round trip at that point rather 
late in the fall. Aubrey piled up a great 
deal of money at the business) and e>et 
such an energetic example that he was 
soon recognized as u Ic-ader. 


With all his business thrift and vigor 


Anbrey was also what one might call 
"a sporting character." The distance 
fruni Santa Fe to Independence was 
about bOO miles. One day while dis- 
cnssiiiK freighting aud the length of 
time it ought to take to cover the dis- 
tituco In-tween Independence and Santa 
Fo Aubrey made the rather bold asser- 
tion that ho could .start alone on a sin- 
gle ho!>e and pu.sh through to Independ- 
ence in eifilit days himself.

that Aubrey offered to wager $5,000 
that he could :-tart on a thoroughbred

He has trained bears, lions, 
leopards, tigers and other wild animate 
aud finds them teachable aud submissive 
when compared with cats. The cat in- 
deed can never be so fur conquered that 
her performam«s may be depended on. 
Mr. Clarke's entertainment includes 
only SO trained cats, but he has to take 
with him UU, in order that he may hava 
substitutes for those that will not per- 
form. 


He calls tha cat a "hopeless bundle 


of sensibilities. " Strike her once, though 
only by accident, and she will never 
perform again. Kindness is not only 
politic, but absolutely necessary. Some 
of his cats it took him four years of 
ceaseless effort to train. 


Mr. Clarke's cats are extremely fond 


of him. When he enters his "cat sta- 
ble," the mewing is prodigons, and be 
is instantly buried in a moving mantle 
of cats. 


The difficulty in the cat's training 


does not lie in the animal's intelligence, 
bnt in her disposition. 
She is as clever 


in her tricks, if she likes to do them, aa 
a dog, but she does not wish to subor- 
dinate her will to that of any living 
creature. She does what she wants to 
do only and will perform, if she perform 
at all, only to please herself. 


Those that have seen cats rogaghl in 


boxing matches will not be surprised to 
learn that Mr. Clarke has succeeded in 
training two cats to box very t^iitsu- 
tifically. 


The animals that walk over the curias 


of ruts, mice and canaries without 
touching them are only six in number. 
Any of the others would help themselves 
to these appetizing creatures without 
compunctions. These six were brought 
up from their earliest infancy in cages 
with rats, mice and birds' and live with 
them constantly.—Youth's Companion,

While he wiv» within the am .rctic cir- 
cle the temperature sometimes rose aa 
high as 40 degrees, and the lowest was 
25 degrees. The explorer found traces

Certainly there 
will be 110 difficulty in exploring a re- 
gion where the thermometer rises a* 
high at times as 46 ^ogrees. Facts point 
to the conclusion thai for some reason 
the south polar region is warmer than 
it was when Ross made his explorations.

Colonel EL Miles Mooru and Captain J. 
C. Wulkinshaw of Leaven worth th«t Old 
Kickapoo h;« ltt.-t.-a res>ui rected. It now 
rest* in the rooms of tho State Histor- 
ical society iii this city. 


The gun is a six pounder smooth- 


bore brat* cannon and was first stolen 
from the United States ara-rnA at Lib- 
erty, Mo. , and from tlit-re tukeu by Geu- 
eral Richardson's anny to the sucking 
and burning of the old Free State hotel 
at Lawrence, the Eldridge House, after 
it was indicted by the pro&lawry grand 
jury at Lt<comptou and ordered abated 
as a nuisance by Judge Cato, who had 
the writ directed to Sheriff Jones, who 
summoned the poarfo, mostly from Mis- 
souri, to artist in executing the writ 


The bombardment which followed 


was one of the memorable conflict* of 
border ruffian days. The cannon waa 
placed on Massachusetts street, Law- 
rence. oppot.it*, and trained on the hotel 
and fired by General David Atchison, 
then a United States senator from Mis- 
souri. The fiwt shot went over the wof 
of the hotel. The second went through 
a second story window, and the third 
and fourth shots struck the rtoue walls, 
saircely making an impression on them. 


Jones, seeing that he was not likely 


to abate the nuisance that way, applied 
the torch and destroyed the building. 
The po&te then scattered The Kickapoo 
rangers then took charge of the cannon 
and carted it to the village of Kickapoo, 
BIX miles up the river trom Leaven- 
worth. It was planted on top of a high 
blnff and there remained posted as a 
menace to the free state men of Leaven- 
worth. 


Colonel H. Miles Moore first suggest- 


ed the plan to go up to Kickapoo and cap- 
ture the g^n. He communicated his 
scheme to a few free t>tate men, and ten 
of the more daredevil ones, under the 
leadership of Captain I. G. Losee, well 
armed with Sharp's rifles and revolvers, 
made a dash for Ki<-kupoo one dark 
night, took posstvMun of the cannon. 
and without being diK-overed were soon 
back in Lea\ enworth. Fearing the gu:i 
might be recovered by a writ in tho 
hands of the t-heriff or other proslavery 
oflicers of the county or territory, the 
guu carriage was hidden in the south 
part of Lenvemvorth and the cannon 
buried in Dr. Davis' old peach orchard, 
•where it remaiaed a short time. 


Fearing (Linger, it was dug up and 


taken to Lawrence one dark night in 
the bottom of a wagon covered with 
hay. 
It remained but a shoit time, 


when it was taken back to Leavenworth 
and placed in Di. D.»M»' tcrtupuiaijr 
graveyard until the warelouds of 1*>56 
and 18o7 h:ul packed away. 
The gun 


was then resurrected and turned over to 
tho society of turners of Leavenworth, 
in whose keeping it remained for a long 
series of years. On each recurring 
Fourth of July and other state ocea-iiong 
and 
holidays "Old Kickapoo" was 


brought out. crowned \utti htunls and 
escorted with music and joyous crowds 
through the streets of the city. 


Finally the turners relaxed in their 


care of the old cannon, and some ill ad- 
vised parties without authority loaned 
the gun one day to tho Leavenworth 
Coal company for the purpose of aiding 
them to free the j-hiift of a mass of 
debris that had fallen and clogged up 
the hujbimg shaft. 
The gun wan tukeii 


down tho air shaft, loaded with solid 
shot, placed upright and fired into the 
mass above. / s t!"Te v as uo chance for 
a recoil, tho guii bin t , i earing a huge 
piece from the side of the old warrior- 


The gun was returned to the turners, 


but they seemed to ha\o no nso for it, 
and soon it \\a» lost, and no one knew 
anything about it. About five years ago 
Colonel H. ftiles Moore was pat-sing 
down Shaw nee street, Leavenworth, and 
in an alley near u tmshop noticed an 
old cannon. He gave it a close inspec- 
tion and found it to bo Old Kickapoo. 
Tho turners had sold it to the tinner for 
f25, and he was about to ship it to Chi- 
cago for old brass. Appeals to patriot- 
ism were in vain, and Mr. Moore subse- 
quently communicated with the His* 
toricnl society, and after some corre
